1 . We are the joint inventors named in this application. The experiments 
referred to herein were performed in Canada. 

2. Prior to April 1 995, we had constructed the expression plasmid 
pCMVdhfr.chLCHC, a single expression vector containing the genes for both light 
and heavy chains as distinct transcription units each under its own promoter, 
constructed according to the procedure of Example 5. 

3. prior to April 1995, we had used the expression plasmid 
pCMVdhfr.chLCHC to produce, isolate and purify ch 44H104-CLTB36 conjugate, by 
Protein A purification and hplc fractionation, according to the procedure of Examples 
5 and 6. 

4. Prior to April 1 995, we had characterized ch 44H 1 04-CLTB36 
conjugate as a covalently-linked dimer of heterodimers of heavy and light chains, 
according to the procedure of Example 8. 
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5. Prior to April 1 995, we had utilized ch 44H1 04-CLTB conjugate in the 
immunization of macaques, according to the procedure of Example 9. 

6. In support of these declarations, we append hereto appropriate pages 
of laboratory notebooks containing the various experiments described above and in 
the specification. 

7. With respect to the laboratory notebook pages: 

- The pages from notebook 1029 are signed by J. Remani, a technician 
working under the direction of the inventor Naveen N. Anand, who also 
signed these pages. 

- The pages from notebook 1111 are signed by Judith E. Caterini, an 
inventor, with the exception of the page headed "Test Requisition 
Form", which is from J. Broderick, a technician working under the 
direction of Judith E. Caterini, to L. Gisonni, who performed the 
immunology experiments.
